Historians have agreed that the sixth 
century *na the date of tbe founding 
and completing a pert of the Abbey as it 
is to-day. Successive rulers added to, 
destroyed, rebuilt and repaired the struc- 
ture, until now it U .'175 feet the longest 
wsy, 200 feet wide and 140 feet high. 
There are nearly 1,200 people buried in 
this Abbey. 

Ono of the most interesting parts of it 
*11 is the South Transept, or Poets’ Cor- 
ner. as it is called. Here are the graves 
and monuments and busts of literary 
lights of the last two or three centuries 
Tnere is a monument to David tlarriek, 
which represents him drawing aside a 
curtain, disclosing a medallion, which 
represeute his superior power in unveil 
ing the beauties of Shakspere. A figure 
of Joseph Addison stands on a circular 
basement, surrounded by small figures 
of the nine Muses.

SliffkBperv’g memory, which is one of the 
linest in the Abbey, and was erected 125 
years after the great poet’s death. The 
inscription upon his monument is taken 
from The Tempest and is ns follows: 

The cloud-capped towers, the gorgeous pslaces, 
Toe solemn temple, the great globe itself, 

Yea, all which it inherit, shall dissolve. 

And like the base fabric of a vision 
Leave not a wreck behind. 

Just above this is the bust of Robert 
Southey. Thoms* Campbell, who wrote 
“The Pleasures of Hope,” has a statue to 
his memory, which represents him as 
standing in his academic robes of Lord 
Rector, and a relieved tigure, with a 
torch, representing the triumph of im- 
mortal Hope. Not far away ia a monu- 
ment to Thomas Shad well, historiograph- 
er in the reign of William III. John 
Milt jn, who needs no other tablet to his 
memory than his almost inspired writ- 
ings, has a monument here directly be- 
low which is a tigure in relief represent- 
ing the Lyric Muse holding a medallion 
of liray and pointing to the bust of Mil- 
ton.
